To  the  Llandeilo  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  & Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  seventh  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1958,  and  to  record 
that  it  was  again  a good  year  for  health  in  the 
Urban  Area,  although  our  death-rates  were  still 
higher  than  those  of  the  County  an^Whole  country. 

Probably  for  the  first  time  on  record,  I am 
able  to  report  that  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  notified  in  the  district. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population 
figure  was  again  ten  fewer  than  in  1957. 

My  report  has  again  been  divided  into  two 
sections ; - 

(1)  Medical  Statistics,  and 

(2)  Sanitary  circumstances  in  the  area. 

The  second  part  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  I wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  his  continued  loyal 
support  in  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  the  Members 
of  the  Council  and  Staff  for  their  help,  and  interest 
at  all  times.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  DISEASES  OTHER 

THAN’  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  outbreak  of  influenza  fiue  to  the  Asian  strain  of  the 
virus  which  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1 957  continued  into  the 
early  months  of  1958,  but  it  remained  a mild  infection  and  no 
deaths  were  reported  in  this  district. 

Eight  cases  of  measles  wrere  the  only  notifiable  diseases 
(other  than  Tuberculosis)  which  were  notified  during  the  year. 
They  all  occur ed  between  March  and  the  beginning  of  May.  The 
disease  was  fairly  prevalent  in  the  rest  of  the  country  during 
the  year. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

No  cases  were  notified  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATIONS 
DIPHTHERIA 

For  at  least  eleven  years  no  diphtheria  has  occured  in 
the  area  and  no  case  was  notified  in  the  County  ut  a reminder 
is  required  that  the  disease  might  recur  in  this  district  if 
a high  level  of  immunity  is  not  maintained  in  childre  . 

Parents  should  therefore  ensure  that  their  own  children  are 
protected  by  obtaining  the  necessary  inoculations  from  their 
family  doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  which  is  held 
on  alternate  Wednesday  afternoons  at  the  Church  Hall  from 
2 - 4 p.m. 

During  1958  20  children  under  5 years  of  age  received 

combined  inoculations  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
and  two  booster  doses  were  given.  Seven  other  children 
received  inoculations  against  diphtheria  only,  and  6 children 
were  inoculated  against  whooping  cough  only. 


In  addition,  a number  of  infants  were  vaccinated  against 
smallpox  by  their  family  doctor  or  at  the  Clinic.  Separate 
figures  for  Llandeilo  are  not  available  but  in  the  whole  County 
1,140  infants,  estimated  as  47.62%  of  the  total  births  registered 
for  the  year,  received  this  vaccination.  This  compares  with 
1 ,027  or  43.7"2$*  for  the  previous  year.

One  case  notified 
as  suffering  irom  respiratory  disease  in  an  adjoining  area 
moved  into  this  district  during  the  year. 

There  was  one  death  from  the  disease  - an  elderly  man 
suffering  from  the  respiratory  form  of  the  disease,

SANITARY  OIRCiUMSTANCBS  IN  THE  AREA. 
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WATER 


The  supply  of  water  to  the  Tom  is  obtained  from  two 
sources  (a;  w'aesevan  Reservoir  and  (b)  Llandyfan  Spring. 

Maeoevan  Reservoir  is  situated  2-g-  miles  from  the  Town 
3 0,D.  and  110  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town, 

ihe  supply  is  derived  from  land  springs  above  the  reservoir 
the  latter  having  a capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons. 

Llandyfan  Spring  is  situated  5^  miles  from  the  Town 
at  Rod  feet  O.D.  and  1 93  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the 
iown.  ihe  supply  is  derived  from  a spring  in  a limestone 
stratum,  with  an  estimated  overflow  of  1 ,000,000  gallons 
per  day.  9 & 

Both. supplies  are  conveyed  by  gravitation  to  the  Town 
in  5 cast  iron  pipes.  The  Maesevan  pipe  line  is  approximately 
100  years  old.  examination  of  the  interior  surfaces  of  the 
pipes  show  considerable  incrustation.  The  Llandyfhn  mains 
are  in  good  condition  although  60  years  old.  This  supply  is 

cili°minated  at  'the  rate  °T  *3  parts  per  million,  with  a Wallace 
and  Tiernan  plant  at  Derwydd.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Sewers  of  the  Town  are  combined,  taking  both  sewage 
and  surface  water.  The  sewers  serve  the  Town  with  the 
exception  of  several  houses  in  the  Nantyrhibo  area.  The 
sewers  are  constructed  in  stoneware  pipes  and  culverts. 

At  the  end  of  1958,  the  re-sewering  of  the  Tom  was 
practically  completed.  The  sewers  are  connected  to  a trunk 
main  and  the  sewage  is  now  treated  at  the  Joint  Sewage  Works 
at  Ffairfach.  6 

Previously  the  sewage  was  discharged,  untreated,  directly 
into  the  River  Towy. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A twice  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made 
throughout  the  town.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour.  A new  vehicle  was  purchased  during  the  Year,  replacing 
the  second  hand  vehicle  previously  in  use. 

collection  of  Trade  Refuse  is  carried  out  once  weekly 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  on  a tip  outside 
the  District,  owned  and  controlled  by  a private  individual. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  a full  time  female  operator.  The 
servicepbf  the  operator  are  free  in  respect  of  dwelling  houses 
and  a charge  is  levied  in  respect  of  business  and  other 
premises. 

. ihe  Town  bewers  are  treated  twice  yearly  in  accordance 

with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  instructions.
